11l poker every man paddles his own 


canoe, 
and 
is responsible 
to himself 


alone 
for his 
mistakes 
and 
losses. 
"Troy owes to Homer 
what whist 


owes ta Hoyle," but Hoyle could 
not 


play poker, and the poker playing at 
Washington and in the Southwest 
is 


as far superior to the poker playing as 
my countryman Murphy's chess play- 
ing is to the play of a couutry parson 
in Buckinghamshire. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


There are several 
sorts of poker, as, 


for Instance, plain 
poser, draw poker, 


twenty deck poker, and the variations 
of these are innumerable. 
I will stiy, 


however, 
that men should 
not play 
twenty deck unless 
he has 
four eyes 


in his head, or a purse as deep as tlie 
shaft of a Nevada silver 
mine. 
The 
real game, the game par excellence, is 
draw poker, whose 
delightful uncer- 
tainty, after the antes and 
blinds are 


already on the board, is the charm 
of 


the game anil the leading encourage- 
ment to hluh". 


ON THE ANTE AND THE BLIND. 


Something to play for is the essence 
of this game. 
The ante should 
not 


vary; it should comprise 
one 
h*sh of 


established 
value, 
and 
each 
player 


should ante up each time, the dealer 
putting up another lish for the privil- 
ege of dealing 
and 
the lust call. 
In 


the same way the blind always 
gives 


additional life and 
force to the game. 


I have always noticed that whin par- 
ties subscribed 
largely in a stock 
ven- 


ture, they 
always 
heve faith in it, 


whether it is worth anything or Dot, 
and that is tlie principle of the ante 
anil the blind.

on BLUFFING. 


If Hercules and Lychtts play at dice, 


"Which is the greater 
man I The throw 
May turn by fortune from the weaker hand. 
So Fs Alcides bealen by his page." 
Without the blind the beginning of 


poker 
is dull; without the bluff tlie 


ending of it is vapid. 
If these bits of 


finesse 
were absent, 
the strongest card 


Would in all eases 
determine 
the for- 


tune 
of the players; 
all science 
and 


skill would disappear 
from the game, 


and the empire 
of brute 
force he 
es- 


tablished. 
But in draw-poker 
noth- 
ing is left to chance, 
if the game is 


played well. 
The art of the 
game is 


to conceal from your own face 
every 


expression that would lead to the value 
of your own hand, and to read in your 
adversary's 
face every sign that will 


betray to yon the 
value of his 
hand.

wort h more than three kings.

from 
reciprocal 
advantages. 


Should this treaty go into effect, 
our 
fruit interests will be severely Injured, 
and our beet sugar 
interests 
entirely 


ruined. 
Isee that the refineries in San Fran- 


cisco are protesting against the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty, 
and 
1 believe it 


behooves 
us to do so. 
If, in your 


judgment you think proper, ! should 
like very much to see the Chamber of 
Commerce of lais Angeles join in pro- 
test against any such one side treaty.

On motion, the thanks of the Cham- 


ber of(Joinmeres 
were tendered to E. 


E. Hewitt, Superintendent 
of the roud, 


for the report, and one thousand copies 
were ordered to be printed in pamphlet 
form for general distribution. 


Mr. M.J. 
Newmark 
moved that a 


committee of three be appointed 
toox- 


amineinto the alleged provisions ofthe 
Hawaiian treaty, ami if tiiey liml that 
the facts 
correspond 
with the state- 


ments of Mr. Shorb's 
letter, that they 


lie authorized 
to forward a protest to 


Washington. 
The motion was adopted 


and 
Messrs. 
Newmark, 
Downey and 


Shorb 
were appointed 
such commit- 


tee. 


Judge Widney, 
from the com mitt c 


appointed at the last meeting to exam- 
ine into the reported 
deflection of the 


main trunk lineof the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, reported that the committee 
had been notified by telegraph of the 
introduction 
in Congress of a bill for 


this purpose, and stated that the com- 
mittee 
had 
forwarded 
a number of 


documents iv the shape 
of a protest 


against any such 
action, and also Mr. 


Barrowe's 
resolutions, 
and 
had sent 


copies of the same to all our members 
of Congress 
from this 
State 
and to 


other gentlemen in Washington. 


Gov. Downey paid 
a warm compli- 


ment to the committee for promtness 
and ability in carrying out the aims 
and object of the Chamber. 


Mr. M. J. Newmark 
said tliat since 


his return 
lie bad 
examined 
closely 


into the charges 
made 
against the 


Southern Pacific Railroad relative to 
the alleged action of the company 
in 


changing the liae of the road. 
When 


he first read the second 
section of tho 


bill about which so much 
has been 


said, he wasdisposed 
to think that the 


company wete acting iv bad faith. But 
subsequent 
investigation 
has 
(con- 


vinced him that tbe Chamber might 
have easily fallen into an error ou the 
subject. He then called attention to the 
fact thatiu all the legislation upon the 
subject the Los Angeles road had been 
called and known as the "Los Angeles 
Branch." 
In the act of 1871, the same 


idea appears from the language of the 
act. 
Mr. Newmark 
went on to say 


that to satisfy himself he went to the 
United States Land Office and asked to 
be allowed to inspect any maps relat- 
ing to the subject, and on all the maps 
tlie line here 
is called and laid down 


and 
described 
as 
the "Los Angeles 


Branch." 
After treating the subject in quite 


extended remarks of this character, 
he 


submitted the following series of reso- 
lutions: 


Whkkkah, At a meeting held on the 


16th of January, 
1875, this Chamber 


adopted 
certain resolutions

Pacific Rail- 


road," as distinguishable 
from their 


line along the 35th parallel,authorized 
by act of Congress of July 27th, 
18150, 


which Is called the main line; and 


Whereas, 
This Chamber, 
from a 


want of proper knowledge 
of these 


facts, did in said resolutions 
interpret 


the second 
section of said bill intro- 


duced by Mr. Houghton, to mean that 
tbe same would operate as a change of 
the main trunk line, as understood 
by 


tbe people of this couuty; and 


Whereas, 
It now appears that the 


words "branch line" in said 2d section 
were only inserted 
to conform to the 


official name 
of tbe line from Fort 


Yuma to Tehachepa 
Pasß, via Los An- 


geles, 
which fact, together with the 


assurances 
of Chas. Crocker.Esq., 
Pres- 


ident, and Gen. Colton, Vice-President 
Ofthe Southern 
Pacific Kailroad Com- 
pany, indicate that there is no inten- 
tion of msklngsucn ehsrigej therefore, 


BtMilied, Ily 11 ie Los Angeles Cham- 
ber ofCommerce, 
that the resolutions 


referred to and adopted January 
16th, 


1.575, and the circular letter adureaYan 
toour Members of Congress by a Com- 
mittee of this Chamber, dated January 
-2, 1875, were passed 
and issued with- 
out a proper understanding ofthe facts, 
and 
the 
.Southern 
Pacific 
Hallroad 
Company 
la, in the opinion of this 
Chamber, 
entirely acquitted of any of 


intention to violate the contract 
made 
With this city and county. 
Jiesolveil, That the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad Company has up to the pres- 
ent time, zealously 
fulfilled all the 
provisions ofsaid contract,and 
that tie 
work now ordered from Spadra to San 
Gorgonio Pass 
and 
through the San 


Fernando 
mountains indicates an in- 


tention to construct the road as under- 
stood by tlie people of this county. 
ttetolved, 
That, this Chamber fully 


appreciates 
the importance 
and value 


ot the system 
of roads 
already con- 


structed 
by 
said 
company 
in this 
county, 
and 
earnestly 
request 
said 


company to perfect 
the same at the 


earliest 
possible 
moment, 
and 
for 


which reason 
this Chamber is opposed 
to any extension 
of time as contem- 
plated by section 
4 of the bill intro- 


duced by Mr. Houghton 
as above 
re- 


ferred to. 


ltct*toved,Tl\t\tthis Chamber believes 
that the first section of said billauthor- 
izing a change of line between Gilroy 
and Tehaohapi 
Pass byway of Polonio 


Pass, could not he prejudicial 
to the 


to the interests 
of this county, 
and 


that therefore 
it does not oppose the 


passage 
of the same. 


Resolved,
